Denver, Colo., March 1—The Colorado 
legislaturé today completed the law to 
enforce the state-wide constitutional pro- 
hibition amendment effective Jan. 1, 1916. 

The senate and house adopted the report 
of the conference committee which alters 
the administration bill in two essentials. 

One reduces from six to four ounces the 
quantity of liquor to be sold by druggists 
on a physician's prescription and the 
other provides that a druggist car keep on 
hand liquor valued at 1 per cent of the 
value of his stock. The measure now goes 
to the governor. | 


- Bigns Idaho Prohibition Bill. 
Boise, Idaho, March 1 —Gov. Alexander 
signed the prohibition bill today, The bill 
makes the manufacture or sale of intoxi- 
ryowd liquor in Idaho unlawful after Jan. 


Uphold Mississippi Law. 

Jackson, Miss., March 1.—The Missiseip- 
pi Supreme court today upheld the May- 
Mott-Lewis law prohibiting the keeping 
of intoxicants itn social clubs. In its de- 
cision the court quoted the following: 
“ Whisky is a good thing in its place. 
There is nothing like it for preserving a 
man when he isdead. If you want to keep 
a dead man put him in whisky; if you want 
to kill a live man put whisky in him,”

St. Paul, Minn., March 1.—Gov. Ham+ 
mond this afternoon signed the Minne 
sota county option bill which will go into 
effect at once, 


Wins Liquor Law Fight. 

Washington, D. C., March 1.—The Kir- 
meyer liquor case, one of first importance 
to the prohibition laws of Kansas, was 
decided in the Supreme court today 
against the state. 

It was alleged that after receivers had 
been appointed to oust various wholesale 
liquor dealers from doing business in 
Leavenworth, Kae, M. Kirmeyer went 

ss the river into Missouri, established 
RB Warehouse there and continued to de- 
liver beer in Kansas. The Kansas 8u- 
preme court held that his removal was a 
mere device to evade the Kansas liquor 
law and that the trade was not interstate 
commerce “‘ in good faith.”

Hopes of President Peter Reinberg of 
the county board that the tempestucus 
sessions of that body that characterised 
the Bartzen and McCormick régimes 
were over received a jolt yesterday. He 
learned that Frank Ragen still is a mem- 
ber of the board, with all his argumenta- 
tive powers undimmed. He found, too, 
that others of the board are adept at 
hurling the billingegate of former days. 
“ Fourflusher,” “ grandstander,” and 
“quitter” were some of the old terms 
brought into use in connection with the 
Question of paying union wages for engi- 
neers in the county employ. 

When the 1915 budget wae taken up the 
board went on record as favoring union 
wages for all county mechanics. All ex- 
cept engineers were given raises.- The 
latter were left at $131 a month. Union 
Officials appeared at yesterday’s session 
to urge the engineers’ pay be raised to 
$150 monthly. 


Case Says It Can’t Be Done. 

Presizent Reinberg said he favored 
making the raise if it could be done legal- 
ly. Charles Center Case Jr., who had 
charge of the legal end of the budget 
making, pointed out the budget is be- 
yond recall, as the commissioners voted 
on a proposition to reconsider when the 
budget was passed. 

“T am not in favor of being a quitter 
on this proposition to pay union wages 
to the engineers in view of the fact this 
board voted for such a proposition,” said 
Commissioner Ragen. 

“ There is not a member of the board 
any more in favor of paying union wages 
than I am,” asserted William Busse, 
“but I do not like the fourflush of talk- 
ing about increasing the pay of engineers 
when we do not know a legal way of 
doing’ it."’ 


Left to Reinberg. 

After more charges of “ grandstand- 
ing *’ before the crowd of union men the 
matter was kYt to President Reinberg. 
It was suggested he had the right to veto 
that section of the budget \providing for 
the engineers’ pay. Attorney Case said 
such action would invalidate the appro- 
priation entirely, as the date limit had 
been passed when the budget could be 
considered. 

The board opened bids for coal to be 
supplied to the county agent and the va- 
rious county institutions and referred 
them to the public service committee. 

An ordinance for a $1,000,000 bond issue 
will be presented to the members of the 
board, sitting as commissioners of the for- 
est preserve district, at a meeting Friday 
afternoon.

calender year, and that $100,000,000 a 
month is not an improbable figure for this 
country to attain. 

In August th was a balance against 
this country of $19,400,396, but since then 
there have been monthly balances in 
America’s favor. September showed a 
swing in this country’s favor of $16,341,- 
722. January showed $145,536,103. For 
the first three weeks of February alone, 
the balance, as estimated upon returns 
from the thirteen principal customs dis- 
tricts, was about $98,000,000,

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THE FATE OF CONSTANTINOPLE. 

The fifteen inch guns of his Britannic majesty’s 
ship Queen Elizabeth are drumming the retreat for 
the Turk out of Europe. Presently to the same 
triumphant music the Anglo-French fleet will steam 
cautiously yet irresistibly by Gallipoli, where 580 
years ago the Ottoman crossed the Hellespont and 
fixed his heavy foot in Burope. Ahead of the fleet 
there will be 130 or more miles ‘sailing and some 
brisk fighting before Constan ple again flies the 
banner of Christian powers, 462 years of Mos- 
lem rule. 3 | 
_ Thanks chiefly to the fifteen inch guns of the su- 
perdreadnaught Queen Elizabeth, which undoubt- 
edly far outrange any guns in the ses of Con- 
stahtinople, the military result already may be pre- 
dicted as safely as anything in war can be pre- 
dicted. But when the crescent no longer flutters 
over the narrow gate of the Black sea, what flag 
will fly there? It is the English naval power that 
makes the fall of Constantinople mevitable. It is 


an English and French fleet that will make the’ 


mbie a hed. A Russian squad- 
ron probably will join in the operations from the 
Black sea, and Russia will thus be represented in 
the taking of the city, ‘but the fact remains that 
after centuries of war and statecraft directed at 
this glittering prize, Russia must witness its cap- 
ture by her bitterest rival of other days. 

No wonder it is reported from Petrograd that

That is an inspiration wherew'th we are 
in entite sympathy. The precise form in which this 
will be realized will no doubt be settled in the 
terms of peace.” oi 

There was here an evident avoidance of the 
phase of the question brought up by the’ capture of 
Constantinople by an Anglo-French fleet, the di- 
rect reference being to “events on the Russo- 
Turkish frontier,” obviously referring to the land 
campaign in the Caucasus.

ENGLAND AT THE DARDANELLES. 
{From the New York Tribune.) 

It is too early to forecast an !mmediate fall of 
Constantinople—the road from,Kum Kaless! to the 
Golden Horn is longer than that to Tipperary of 
blessed memory—but it is not too soon to specu- 
late upon the inevitable consequences of such an 
event, perhaps the most important In sougheast- 
ern Europe since, five centuries ago, the GSmanil 
passed into Europe by the Gallipoli peninsula, 
now the target of the Anglo-French fleet. 
First of all, the collapse of. Turkey will be 
immediate. Into the present war Turkey was 
dragged by German intrigue and the efforts of a 
few Turks, chiefly by Enver Bey. The war was 
unpopular with a people recently terribly beaten. 
To lose Constantinople and be driven back to Asia 
at last would be to sink into a state of anarchy 
and disorder. Cairo and the Caucasus frontier 
would be freed from menace, and Russian and 
English troops would be relieved for service on 
the European battlefield. : 
For Russia, for all the allies, opening the Dar- 
dahelles and the Bosporus would be of instant 
and immeasurable advartage. Russian grain 
crops would flow out, arms and ammunition would | 
go back. Russia would emerge into the world, 
break the blockade of winter and the kaiser. 

For Bulgaria,: now the storm center of the 
Balkans, there would no longer be any. choice but 
to cast its lot with the allies and release Rouma- 
nian troops for the conquest of Transylvania, 
Its .reward would be a return to Adsianople, to 
the Enos-Midia line, the renccupation of Thrace, 
lost in the sécond Balkan war. Such an expan- 
sion of Bulgaria ‘would force Roumania to seek 
to preserve its Balkan superiority by “ redeem- 
ing” the Roumanians of Transylvania. 

As for Italy, as a Mediterranean power it 
could hardly withhold its hand longer and see 
Syria pass to France, England acquire the east- 
ern shore of the Red sea, Russia come down to 
the Dardanelles, and not itself share in the divi- 
sion of the near east. To remain neutral longer 
would be to find itself shut out of the near east, 
denied its “place” in the new Mediterranean 
world that will come with the treaty of peace. 

-The mor&l effect of the fall of Constantinople 
would far exceed that of the fall of Antwerp. 
As a military and naval achievement it would be 
as fruitful to the victor as Antwerp’s capture was 
sterile. Antwerp was, as Napoleon said, “a 
pistol pointed at the head of England,” but it 
was an empty pistol. Constantinople in the hands 
of the Turk is a noose drawn suffocatingly tight 
about the neck of the anti-German alliance. 

It was Pitt who said, after the battle of Aus- 
terlitz, “Roll up the map of Europe.” More and 
more as the great war proceeds the prospect of a 
new map again grows. Meantime, Sir Edward 
Grey's words will awaken an echo in Petrograd, 
drowning the music of Berlin's triumphal cele- 
bration of the victory of the Mazurian lakes. 
England has paid the price of Russian support to 
the full—and no one can question that Russia 
q has done its part, and the eastern question ap- 
proaches what may prove a final liquidation.

The other group of headauhes relieved 
by coal tar remedies are those due te 
fever, sore throat, and infections general- 
ly. It is not safe to allo wheadache from 
that source to run long without medical 
attention. The danger is that the infec- 
tion may be with an organism capable of 
doing great harm. Certain quite serious 
disorders begin with headache.

Another reason why headache powders 
should not be used habitually is that the 
habit leads people to overiock important 
causes. Bright's disease and arterio-scle- 
rosis are grave but subtle conditions. It 
is important to know of them early; yet 
when they knock at our doors they do not 
ba 
ne They tap very, very gently, and, 
half awake, we dream the sound to be of 
another nature, or we miss it entirely. 

A persistent or frequently. recurring 
headache may be the form taken by the 
gentle tapping. Anything which makes 
us overlook the cause of the tapping may 
harm us. 

The habit may cause us to overtook the 
condition of the eyes. Of al! the causes 
of headache eye strain is said to be the 
most frequent. I do not think so. I 
think that if we could get a headache 
census we should find that billousness- 
overeating-constipation was the most fre- 
quent cause. Nevertheless eye strain is 
a very important cause of headache. 
People who dismiss their headaches from 
consideration by swallowing a tablet or 
a powder are liable to suffer neglect of 
their eyes to continue.

calchis. 

He likewise obtained for him from the 


_ then emperor of Genmany the right to 


inherit his own title of prince of the Holy 
Roman empire as well as the dukedom of 
Syrmia in Hungary. 

It is from this Marquis Balthazar Erba, 
who had thus become through adoption 
and inheritance Prince Odescalchi and 
Duke of Syrmia, that the Princes of Odes- 
calchi are descended.

The present chief of the family is not 
an Austrian or a Hungarian, but an 
Itallan subject. He beare the Christian 
name of Innocent and makes his home in 
the grand Odescalchi palace on the square 
of the Holy Aposties at Rome. 

Besides being Duke of Syrmia mm the 
dual empire he ts also a grandee of the 
first class of Spain and owns a numberof 
Italian and Sicilian dukedoms. He ie 
enormously rich, in spite of which fact 
hia father, the late Prince Balthazar, was 
wont to rent out many of the floors of his 
superb Roman palace, one of then being 
let to the Prussian envcy to the vatican, 
and on two occasions the kaiser, after 
lunching there with his minister, drove to 
the vatican to visit the pontiff. 

On the ground floor of the Odescaftch! 
palace at Rome there ig a canova, or 
wine room—in brief, a saloon—and emong 
the wines sold there those from the 
prince’sestates in Hungary figure largely. 

As they are served by girls arrayed in 
picturesque Magyar costumes, there is 
abundant reason to believe that the own- 
er of tre palace is likewise the owner of 
the wine business.

Charges for electrical Inspections are made in 
accordance with city ordinance. When the or- 
dinance on which inepection fees are based was 
peesed by the city counci) it was the intention 
to make the electrical inspection bureau setf- . 
sustaining, and it has been the policy of the 
department to gradually reduce these fees so 
that the income would about pay the expenses 
of the bureau. During the year 1914 the de- 
partment of gas and electricity spent $2,160, - 
441.50, while the revenue from electrical in- 
epections was approximately $207,483.64. When 
the fact bas been definitely established that the 
fees charged by this bureau are unfair for the 
maintenance and operation of thie division of 
the department 4 movement will be started to 
have the ordinance on which inspection fees are 
based so changed that the relative income 
from the bureau will bereduced.

RCHESTRAS are made, not born. 
Some who have had part in their 
making would probably exchange 
thelr efforts forthe labors of wind 
and wave, that have had to do 

with whole periods of geological forma- 
tion. The strugzie, however, is forgotten 
if the ideal is attained. If a community 
cannot toss out a full fledged orchestra in 
a night, as the gods would cast a moon 
from a star, they could, névertheless, 
have realized Sunday afternoon that 
twelve seasons of building had accom- 
plished for Minneapolis what was well 
worth the cost.

At the close of 
the third movement a rich effect was ob- 
tained through a soft but striking reso- 
nance of the lower Instruments in the 
strings and woodwind. This movement 
received the most spontaneous recogni- 
tion from the audience. 

The finale swung on to a great finish, 
the great @rcles of descending minor 
modes gathering up a power that so deep- 
ly impressed the hearers that the out- 
burst above mentioned followed.

Federal Inspectors Begin 


Becomes Effective; -

- In anticipation of possible attempts by 
quacks and “ dope” peddlers to evade 
the new Harrison drug law, the govern- 
ment yesterday took steps to keep quacks, 


under strict surveillance. 

Inspectors and deputy collectors work- 
ing under direction of Collector of In- 
terna] Revenue Smietanka were assigned 
to keep close watch of suspected quacks 
and peddlers who may try to supply 
“dope fiends "’ under the federal regis- 
tration regulations and as licensed physi- 


cians. 

During the next thirty days the federal 
inspectors will scan the drug records. 
Where unusually large quantities are 
found to have been “ dispensed "’ the dis- 
penser will be called before the federal 
officials for an explanation.
